HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 5. — Ex- 


Preriidont Porter, of Yale College, as- 
sisted by a large corps of literary au- 
thorities, including professors ot Yale 
University and other institutions, has 
•o far progressed toward a complete re- 
vision of Webster's Dictionary that it 
will probably appear the coming year, 
The coat of the revision will be about 
$50,000. Mr. Portor says, "the gener- 
ally accepted forms of spelling will be 
observed so far as possible, though ad- 
vocates of the advanced methods of 
spelling, like Professor Mursh, of Lafay- 
ette ColUge, and Professor Whitnoy, of 
Yale, favor the adoption of tho now 
form of dpelhng. Many words in gen- 
eral uso will bo nngloeized as fur as pos- 
sible, though some words of Greek and 
Latin derivation may retain their for- 
eign plurals.

The DanccN Among the Indians— 


What a few On lions of Liquor 
Won Id'no. 


A Winnemucca dispatch of ths 5th to 


the Sao Francisco Bulletin reads as fol- 
lows: 


Tna Indians keep up their dance 


nightly, and while only young braves 
and sqaws enter into the circle, the 
older ones seem to take a great interest 
in the affair. 
Captain John delivers 


temperance lectures and cautions his 
people against the use of firewater, yet 
ha would be delighted to have an op- 
portunity to get a drink, as would all 
the Indians, male and female, who at- 
tend the festivities. There are over 
five hundred men here to-night, mostly 
Piutes, and their sastern neighbors, 
the Shoshonoa. Few reservation Indians 
attend. 


To-day a squad of bucks enlivensd 


the sceno with a war-dance. They were 
robust atwageH, 
wearing abbreviated 


garments. Their bodies and legs were 
painted in colors, black predominating, 
and their soalp-loclvs were adorned with 
feathers. 
Patches of rabbit fur ware 


pasted on their breasts, and feathers 
were stunk in their mouths and noseg. 
They appeared at the depot upqn the 
arrival of the emigrant tram, and simply 
awed tha passengars. They sang their 
war-song, which sounded liko the nylla- 
bles Kn-la-ma-ya Ta-kan, interspaced 
with whoops, and a<3 evidence that they 
did not mean to kill and scalp, as the 
song indicated, carriad the stara and 
btripes on a pole. 


Owing to jealousies among tho cap- 


tains a largo number of braves refused 
to parade, only the Nachiz faction par- 
ticipating. Tha rival factions manifest 
much ill feeling toward each other and 
permit no speaker but Captain John, 
who is almost blind, to address them at 
the fandango grounds. 


So far there has beon but one fight 


among them. But this evening an in- 
uriated buck cut his squaw on tho arm. 
3o was promptly arrested by the offi- 
cers and marched to jail out of a crowd 
of two or three hundred Indians. 


The opinion prevails 
among 
the 


whites this evening that a few gallons 
of firewater would inaugurate a war 
which would cause the loss of many 


UB and the destruction of much prop- 


erty, as the redmen do not concede the 
•ight of tbe whites to interfeie in mat- 
ers which they think only concern the 
.uditins. An Indian looks upon his 
quaw as his property, which ha can 


usu as he pleases. 


These Indians do not get a dollar 


rom tho Government, yet all soern fat 
iud sleek and comfortably clothed.
